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EGLE hosts 
meeting on liner 
at toxic landfill

Twenty-two people were logged on 
at the beginning of the 46-minute zoom 
public meeting hosted by the Michigan 
Department of Environment, Great Lakes 
& Energy (EGLE) on June 29 to get more 
information and to ask questions about the 
new liner proposed for a Wayne Disposal 
cell. 

This is considered a major modification 
of the Hazard Waste Management Facility 
Operating License with the state. The 
meeting was recorded and is posted on the 
EGLE web site. 

Wayne Disposal, a toxic landfill located 
at 49350 N. I-94 Service Dr. in Van Buren 
Township, is owned and operated by US 
Ecology and regulated by the state of 
Michigan and the federal government. 

Christina Matlock, of EGLE’s Material 
Management Division and permit 
environmental engineer for the Wayne 
Disposal site, said the liner proposed for 
master cell 6-G is the same type of liner 
approved in 2018 for two other cells. 

She said it changes from a compacted 
clay liner to a geosynthetic liner and it has 
superior properties. Matlock said for the 
change to be approved they have to prove 
it’s as protective or more so. 

She said later this fall there will be a 60- 
day public comment period and a public 
hearing. She said EGLE is still evaluating 
the proposal and people should let them 
know if they have concerns. Write to 
michigan.gov/EGLEConnect or write or

Besides Matlock, those from EGLE taking

Court Watching: 


Scott Settles has pretrial session for 2018 incident with gun behind Egan’s

After several adjournments, Scott 
William-Samuel Settles, 45, of Belleville 
now has a pretrial session before Wayne 
County Circuit Court Judge Regina D. 
Thomas on July 22 at the Frank Murphy 
Hall of Justice. 

Settles has demanded a jury trial. He is 

free after posting bond of $10,000/10%. 

Settles is charged with carrying a 
dangerous weapon with unlawful intent, 
weapons-felony firearm, gun possession 
while intoxicated, and brandishing a 
firearm in public on Dec. 18, 2018 in the 
city of Belleville. He was arrested behind 
Egan’s Pub where he reportedly held a gun 
and waited for employees to come out the 
back door. 

Julius Robert Chatman 

Julius Robert Chatman, 35, of Detroit 
was before Judge Green on May 5, and his 
probable cause conference was adjourned 
until May 19, at which time his live exam 
was set for July 19. Defense attorney 
is Tyrone Bickerdt of Neighborhood 
Defenders Service. 

Chatman is charged with assault to do 
great bodily harm less than murder and 
domestic violence on Jan. 29 in Van Buren 
Township. He is free on $10,000 personal 
bond and he cannot return to the Parkwood 
address and must wear a GPS tether. 

Chuck Robert Blair 

Chuck Robert Blair, 53, of Van Buren 
Township and previously of Belleville, 
was before Judge Green on May 5 and his 
probable cause conference was adjourned 
until May 19. At that time, his zoom 
preliminary exam was set for Aug. 11. 

Blair is charged with second degree home 
invasion on Dec. 22, 2018 in the city of 
Belleville. He is free on $5,000 personal 
bond and must wear a GPS tether for 
location only. 

Blair was smoking on camera while he 
waited for his zoom conference to begin 
on May 5 and Judge Green admonished 
him to stop smoking because he was in a 
courtroom. 

Lillie Lee Heard 
Kevin Joseph Bonam 

A felony charge of first-degree home 
invasion was dismissed against Lillie Lee 
Heard, 41, of Van Buren Township after 
a live preliminary exam on May 5 before 
Judge Green. Heard had been charged 
with first-degree home invasion, malicious 
destruction of personal property ($200- 
$1,000), and two counts of aggravated 
assault on Sept. 22 in Van Buren Township. 
Her zoom pretrial on the remaining 
misdemeanors was set for June 16. At that 
time Judge Green set a live bench trial for 


Aug. 4. Heard is free on $5,000 personal 
bond. 

Heard’s co-defendant, Kevin Joseph 
Bonam of Inkster, who had the same 
original four charges as Heard, was 
arrested on the warrant and arraigned from 
the VBT lockup on June 15. Judge Oakley 
set a probable cause conference for June 23 
and on that date it was adjourned until July 
7 at the request of his newly hired defense 
attorney Cyril Hall. 

The victims in the two cases came to the 
June 16 court session for Heard and said 
they would be back for Bonam’s June 23 
court session. Bonam is out on $20,000 
personal bond and must wear a tether for 
location only. 

Jason Robert Waarala 

Jason Robert Waarala, 47, of Van 
Buren Township was scheduled for his 
preliminary exam before Judge Green 
on May 5, but charges were dismissed 
because there were no witnesses. He was 
charged with two counts of assault with a 
dangerous weapon (felonious assault) on 
Oct. 7 in Van Buren Township. 

Brendon Joseph Benedict 

Brendon Joseph Benedict, 20, of 
Ypsilanti, is charged with assault with a 
dangerous weapon (felonious assault) and 
felony firearm on April 29 in the city of 
Belleville. His $5,000/10% bond requires 
him not to have contact with the victim or 
an address on Belle Villa Blvd. 

On May 12 he had a probable cause 
conference before Judge Green and his 
live preliminary exam was set for June 16. 
On that date his defense attorney Timothy 
Wrather said his client wished to waive 
his exam. Judge Green bound him over to 
circuit court for a June 30 arraignment on 
the information. 

Andrew Curtis Depa 

Andrew Curtis Depa, 26, of Belleville 
is Benedict’s co-defendant. Depa came 
before Judge Green on May 12 via zoom 
for his probable cause conference from 
Washtenaw County where he was being 
held on a parole violation charge. 

Depa is charged with assault with a 
dangerous weapon (felonious assault), two 
counts of felony firearm, and possession of 
firearm by a felon, on April 29 in the city 
of Belleville. 

He bond was $5,000/10%. Attorney 
Jennipher Colthirst said she still needs 
digital discovery, but she has the written 
discovery. She said she would stipulate to 
her client’s prior conviction. 

Depa’s live preliminary exam was set 
with Benedict’s on June 16 and on that date 
he waived the exam via zoom from where 
he was incarcerated and was bound over 
to circuit court for a June 23 arraignment 


on the information. A calendar conference 
was set for Aug. 17. 
Elijah Kareemali Pearl 

Elijah Kareemali Pearl, 22, of Dearborn 
Heights, is charged with one count of 
embezzlement, $1,000 to $20,000 by an 
agent or trustee, on Jan. 29, 2020 in Van 
Buren Township. On June 9, defense 
attorney Harold Collins said he just got the 
discovery and needed time to study it. The 
probable cause conference was adjourned 
by Judge Oakley to July 7. 

Breanna Renae Phelps 

Breanna Renae Phelps, 27, of Flat Rock 
and previously of Belleville, waived her 
preliminary exam ona charge of possession 
of controlled substances, narcotics or 
cocaine, less than 25 grams on Sept. 24, 
2018 in Van Buren Township. Judge Green 
bound her over to circuit court for a May 26 
arraignment on the information. At Wayne 
County Circuit Court she pled guilty to use 
of controlled substance and the possession 
charge was dismissed. She was sentenced 
to one year of probation and $528 in fees. 

Judge Green said court records show 
Phelps owed money from 2018 and 2016 
charges and Phelps said she could pay $50 
a month. Judge Green closed the 2016 case. 
Terrance Michael Sartor 
Terrance Michael Sartor of Lincoln 
Park is charged with carrying a concealed 
weapon in Belleville on May 8. He was 
before Judge Lisa Martin on May 19 for his 
probable cause conference, at which time 
his appointed attorney Timothy Wrather 
of Neighborhood Defender Service said 
he had just been assigned the case and 
needs time to look at the discovery. The 
case was adjourned until May 26, when the 
preliminary exam was set for a live exam 
at noon on Aug. 18. He is free on $1,500 
personal bond. Wrather is contacting the 
gun board on this case. 
James Daniel Holstein 

James Daniel Holstein, 43, formerly of 
Van Buren Township, is charged with two 
counts of criminal sexual conduct, fourth 
degree, on Oct. 31 in Van Buren Township. 
He was before Judge Lisa Martin on May 
19 for his probable cause conference. 
Wayne County Assistant Prosecuting 
Attorney Darrian Fortier said she received 
an email on the case after 5 p.m. the day 
before, so she asked to adjourn the probable 
cause conference for two weeks, until June 
2, so she can get the paper discovery to 
defense attorney Bonita Hoffman. A live 
preliminary exam was held June 21 before 
Judge Oakley and Holstein was bound over 
to circuit court for a July 6 arraignment on 
the information. Hoffman said her client 
now lives in Iowa. He is free on $3,000 
personal bond. 


Tedarall Antoine White 

Tedarall Antoine White, 44, of Van Buren 
Township, is charged with operating while 
intoxicated-third on June 15, 2020 in Van 
Buren Township. He was before Judge 
Lisa Martin on May 19 for his probable 
cause conference. A zoom exam date was 
set for Aug. 11. Defense attorney is Danien 
Woodson. 

Star-Leesha Kissy Ballard 

Star-Leesha Kissy Ballard, 43, of Van 
Buren Township was charged with home 
invasion first-degree and aggravated 
assault on Oct. 8, 2017 at a residence on 
Parkside Drive in Van Buren Township. 
She was before Judge Lisa Martin on May 
19 for her probable cause conference. Her 
defense attorney Timothy Wrather from 
the Neighborhood Defender Service said 
the prosecutor has a plea offer extended 
that would reduce the felony charge to a 
misdemeanor. He asked for a week for him 
to discuss it with his client. They were to 
come back May 26 to decide on whether to 
take the offer or set a preliminary exam. But 
on May 26, Wrather said Ballard’s brother 
was killed the day before in Inkster and he 
asked Judge Martin to adjourn the zoom 
session, at which Ballard was present, 
so his client would have time to get in a 
better emotional state. The probable cause 
conference was adjourned to June 9. 

Ballard then accepted a plea deal that 
dismissed home invasion-1 and she pled 
guilty to a new charge of entering without 
permission and aggravated assault. She 
was given six months of non-reporting 
probation and a fine totaling $1,000. 

Michael Christopher Towshack 

Michael Christopher Towshack, 35, of 
Romulus is charged with assault with a 
dangerous weapon and felony firearm on 
April 17 in Van Buren Township. He was 
before Judge Lisa Martin for his probable 
cause conference. 

Defense attorney Blaise Kearney asked 
for a live preliminary exam and it was set 
for 1:30 p.m., Aug. 18. 

Bradley Thomas Bielski 
Bradley Thomas Bielski, 42, of 
Belleville, is charged with second-degree 
home invasion on Sept. 25, 2020 in the city 
of Belleville. His bail includes that he must 
have no contact with Linda LaBlanc or a 
trailer at 745 E. Huron River Dr. 

A live preliminary exam was set for 
May 19 before Judge Lisa Martin and 
Bielski waived this exam. He was bound 
over to circuit court for an arraignment 
on the information on June 2. A calendar 
conference was set for June 16 and then 
reset by the court to June 30. A final 
conference has been set for July 21.

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Separation and the 
Danbury Baptists 


To the editor: 

A reader recently wrote to admonish 
me to keep religiously motivated policy 
ideas to myself citing a violation of “the 
separation of church and state” as the 
reason. I commend her for appealing to the 
authors of our charter. However, nothing 
that the founders wrote or did would lead us 
to conclude that they intended religiously 
motivated policies to be excluded from 
public policy consideration. 

In 1802, President Thomas Jefferson 
received a letter of concern from the Baptist 
Association in Danbury, Connecticut. The 
Baptists were concerned that the new 
government would force them to convert 
to a different Christian denomination. 
Jefferson calmed their fears by using the 
“separation” metaphor, explaining that 
the first amendment prohibits the national 
government from telling any American 
citizen what to believe or how to practice 
religion. However, he never suggested that 
the constitution would prohibit a religious 
American citizen from influencing the 
new government. (It would hardly have 
assuaged their fears to say “Not to worry, 
my religious friends. The new constitution 
will forever prohibit you from influencing 
your own government.”) 

The first amendment of the constitution 
is addressed to congress, not the citizenry. 
Consequently, it isn’t possible for an 
average citizen to violate someone 
else’s first amendment rights. It isn’t 
possible to even discuss policy or make 
any laws without invoking someone's 
strong personal moral conviction, which 
is religious by definition. Therefore, the 
origin of a person’s conviction is irrelevant 
to the discussion of public policy. 

The 250 founders did not insist that 
every American be a Christian but 
they did go to great effort to influence 
Americans toward Christianity. Their 
efforts included: requiring new states to 
provide religious instruction as a part of 
their charter; founding bible societies 
to print and distribute bibles; founding 
Christian seminaries; authoring bible- 
based school textbooks; authoring state 
constitutions requiring candidates for 
office to be Christians; inscribing bible 
passages on federal monuments; invoking 
public prayer at government functions; and 
introducing proclamations in congress of 
thanksgiving, prayer and fasting to God. 
Regardless of whether a person appreciates 
their effort, it is difficult to miss their goal. 
Given their practice it isn’t reasonable to 
think that they would prohibit citizens 
from proposing religiously motivated ideas 
in public policy debates. 

Among our recognized freedoms are 
“self-government” and “creator-endowed 
rights.” Self-Government requires personal 
morality. Creator-endowed rights requires 
faith in a creator. Morality and faith are 
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inherently religious in nature. 

Part of freedom is the opportunity 
to influence policy regardless of one’s 
religious perspective. The founders 
intended to keep the government out of 
religion not religiously motivated ideas out 
of government.

Another story about 
Belleville library 


To the editor: 
Re: Odd behavior at our library 

Iread a sad and shocking letter to the editor 
recently from Charlene Eller, the daughter 
of our long-time City Clerk Agnes Frisch. 
When moving from Michigan several 
years ago, Ms. Eller generously donated 
her mother’s special collection of rare and 
valuable books to the Belleville library. 

Donations such as these serve to 

enhance our community by expanding 
the knowledge base of students and other 
readers of the source material these special 
books contain. It was a very generous act 
on Ms. Eller’s part. Imagine her dismay 
when she called the library recently and 
was told that during the library’s recent 
move to their new building, these valuable 
books had been either sold or thrown away. 

Her description of the conversations she 
had with three different ladies at the library 
is heartbreaking, and, as Ms. Eller notes, a 
bit odd. When told that these books were 
the special collection of the former City 
Clerk Agnes Frisch, one of the ladies 
replied, “If we’d have known that we 
probably would have kept the collection 
as a historical piece.” Taken aback by this 
illogic, Ms. Eller correctly asks the reader 
“does it matter who owned them (the 
books)?” 

More: She notes that nothing in the 
description of a library mentions that it 
should be a bookstore. Indeed, it was a sad 
and illogical experience for Charlene Eller, 
who I find to be a generous and wonderful 
person. 

I too, had a rather odd and troubling 
experience at the Belleville library. Over 
the past year or so, Ihave been experiencing 
blackouts, and near-blackouts, while I was 
out and about in Belleville. While sitting 
at a workstation in the library, working on 
a computer, I began passing out, and very 
nearly fell from my chair. I was startled 
back to consciousness when one of the 
librarians rose out of her chair and began 
screaming at me. Thinking I was somehow 
in the wrong, I got to my feet as best I 
could, and stumbled out the door. It was 
only later, when I’d fully recovered, that 
I realized that I had had another episode, 
and that I had done nothing wrong. We 
don’t scream at people or punish them in 
our society (a point I made in a letter I sent 
to the library, demanding an apology) for 
being ill. 

The editor may recall a letter I sent in 
(and you published) outlining an incident 
I had at Walmart during that time where I

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lost consciousness while shopping, and the 
swift and heroic action of the Van Buren 
police and ambulance services, that came 
to my rescue got me to the hospital, where 
a blocked artery was treated and corrected. 
I related the incident at the library to the 
nurses and doctors at the hospital. They 
were appalled by the barbaric (their term) 
behavior of those at the library. 

I would note, despite bringing the matter 
to the library’s attention via a letter, to this 
date, I have not received an apology in any 
form. So, I can understand Ms. Eller’s utter 
frustration with these people. 

And they want more money in the 
upcoming election? 

Here’s an idea: use the money you made 
selling Charlene Eller’s books to fund your 
pet projects. Maybe it could fund a course 
in manners?

part in the virtual meeting were Supervisor 
Kimberly Tyson; Joe Rogers, geologist 
for the Wayne Disposal operation; Shaun 
Shields, environmental quality analyst; and 
Mike Busse, inspector, from the Southeast 
Michigan Warren office. 

When the introductions and basic 
information were complete, people were 
able to ask questions virtually. 

Winston Koo of Van Buren Township 
asked how the evaluating testing is done. 
Do they use a lab or what? He also asked if 
all the recent rain would affect its use. 

Matlock said they do equivalency testing. 
She said Dr. Soong, PhD, has evaluated this 
and he’s written the book on landfills. She 
said the liner is at the bottom of the landfill 
and the rain wouldn’t affect the liner. 

Koo asked if they take away the three-foot 
liner they are using and replace it with this 
thin sheet, could they dump more stuff in 
the landfill?

Matlock said the volume is not being 
changed and EGLE has no request for that 
at this time. 

Koo said he lives not far from the site 
and noted the ultimate height of the landfill 
would decrease somewhat. He said those 
living around the lake see “the black thing 
sticking up.” He asked if the cell that would 
use the new liner is west of the “existing 
monstrosity” and Matlock said it was 
northwest. 

Another person asked who Dr. Soong was 
and was told Te- Yang Soong is a geological 
engineer in the EGLE program. He designs 
landfills and is doing all the calculations. 

The questioner asked how do residents 
know the toxic chemicals are not leaching 
into the water and soil and reaching homes? 

Geologist Rogers said there is a lot 
of monitoring of the site to make sure 
everything is staying where it’s supposed to 
be. He named the kinds of monitors and the 
frequencies, including groundwater, surface 
water, air, sediment, soil, and leachate. 

Matlock said what’s needed to make the 
geosynthetic liner is easier to get than clay.

She said she didn’t know if it was cheaper. 

Another questioner asked why the toxic 
landfill accepts waste from out of state 
and inspector Busse said US Ecology is a 
nationwide company. He said the waste can 
come from anywhere, even Mexico and 
Canada. He said there are very few licenses 
in the country and they are hard to get and 
maintain. He said Dr. Soong wrote the 
textbook on landfills and he was a professor 
in China. 

Tyson read a written question which noted 
landfills are located in low-income areas 
and will they spread into suburban areas? 

Tyson said landfills aren’t going to be dug 
up and moved and so they have to make 
sure they are operating under the rules. 

Another written question asked about 
what would happen if the loading changes 
because it’s thinner and Matlock said that 
has been taken into consideration. 

Another question asked what is unprotected 
underneath the new cell. 

Rod Hill said there was a five-page list of 
questions attached to the information he got 
for this meeting, but he has to find it.

Anthony Gibson, a member of the 
Van Buren Township Environmental 
Commission, asked what is the long-term 
durability of this liner? 

“We have to live with this landfill for a long 
time, even after it’s closed,” Commissioner 
Gibson said. 

Matlock said this has been evaluated and 
Gibson pushed to get the number of years. 
Matlock said it was at the industry standard 
at this point. 

Hill came back on and said he can’t find 
the five pages to which he referred but asked 
if there are any current consent judgments 
on the site and he was told there weren’t. 

It was noted the new liner being considered 
has been used for decades, especially in 
solid waste landfills. 

Koo asked if this landfill is built over an 
old landfill and what is the state policy on 
this. 

Matlock said this is a hazardous waste 
landfill and in Michigan they allow new 
cells to be built over old, making sure it’s 
safe and protected. 

Hill found his questions from April 13, 
2018 and asked the EGLE representatives 
to look half way down page one. He said 
he was not aware this had been a Type 1 
landfill. 

Matlock said she doesn’t know if it was 
ever labeled that way, but it had been a 
landfill. 

Geologist Rogers said that there are older 
cells and this landfill has been in operation 
for quite a long time. He said this area had 
very thick clay and that’s why the landfill 
was there. 

Hill asked if leachate monitoring reaches 
down to the legacy cells. 

Rogers replied he believes they are 
pumping leachate from those legacy cells. 
Hill asked if they are sampled and Matlock 
said they are pumped and treated. 

There being no more questions, the 
meeting closed.

complaining witness, who was 17 at the 
time of the incident, testifying and Detective 
John Toth taking part in a demonstration 
with the prosecutor. Judge Martin bound 
Johnson over for an arraignment on the 
information June 2 at circuit court, which 
was delayed to June 16 by the court. A final 
conference was set for July 22. 

Linda Ann Miller 

Linda Ann Miller, 51, of Sumpter 
Township, was before Judge Martin for a 
preliminary exam on May 19 on a charge 
of operating a vehicle while intoxicated 
with a high blood alcohol content, third 
offense, on Jan. 19, 2020 on I-94 near 
Rawsonville Road. 

Michigan State Police Trooper Brad 
Conner testified that he arrived at a one- 
car rollover as Van Buren Township fire 
fighters and an ambulance crew were 
putting a lady on a gurney before she was 
transported to St. Joseph Mercy Hospital. 
He said he noticed two or three Miller 
Light, 24-ounce, beer cans on top of the 
fresh snow.

New project results in 
more toxic debris 


To the editor: 

Hello from the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers Buffalo District. 

We have awarded a contract modification 
to deconstruct four additional buildings 
at the Luckey Formerly Utilized Sites 
Remedial Action Program (FUSRAP) Site 
to enable sampling beneath the buildings 
to determine the presence of FUSRAP- 
related contaminants. 

Deconstruction is a slower, more 
methodical process of taking a building 
apart in smaller pieces. It produces much 
less dust that is controlled with water 
sprays. We’re using this approach to 
remove the buildings because protection of 
human health and the environment, and the 
safety of our workers and the community 
is our top priority during our remediation 
of the site. 

Work will begin in early July to deconstruct 
the Melting / Alloying / Shipping Building, 
the Laboratory Building, the Employee 
Activity Building, and the Guard House 
on the site. It is anticipated that building 
deconstruction will be finished in late 
August, and building debris loading 
and shipping will be completed in mid- 
September. Building debris will be 
packaged for disposal at US Ecology in 
Belleville, MI. 

Remediation and restoration of the 
Phase 1 and Phase 2 areas of the site is 
complete. Deconstruction of the production 
building, maintenance building annex, and 
the main office building is also complete. 
A contract to complete the remaining soil 
remediation will be awarded later this 
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summer.
